Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 - 24 are allowed. 

2. Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Applicant(s) invention relates to a switched reluctance drive, and more 
specifically, to control scheme for a switched reluctance drive. 

The system has a rotor and a stator with a stator winding connected to the first 
source of power or the second source of power, which is larger by two or three times 
from the first source of power. A controller is provided and is capable to connect the 
first or the second power source to the winding. When the first power source is 
connected, the second power source is charged from the energy of the winding. 

There are inventions in the field that provide similar functionality and/or have 
similar features, as prior art of record shows. Applicant(s) invention differs from the 
prior art of record by the configuration of the control scheme, which is performing as 
disclosed and claimed, which was interpreted by the examiner from the specification 
and the drawings, and which examiner's search failed to find.
